Here the transfusion of 
blood has greatly improved the scope 
of surgery by substantially improving 
the prognoses of operations, even in 
most difficult and dangerous cases.”

In view of the prevalence of “infantile paralysis” in Ontario at the present time; and in recognition of the deep concern 


felt by parents over the protection of their children, the Provincial Department of Health is issuing the following state- . 


ment concerning the nature of the disease and the question of what can be done to reduce the danger of infection. 


Nature of the Disease 


Like measles and scarlet fever, “infantile paralysis” is a 
communicable or “catching” disease. (Like Lots also, it is

does occur, especially in rural districts, among older children ee 


and young adults. 
. The term “paralysis” is likewise misleading since it con- 
veys the impression that some loss of muscular function is 


_ characteristic of every case of the disease. This is not true. 


It is now known that only a small proportion of those who 
contract the disease actually develop paralysis. 
Since the disease is not limited to infaats and since 
paralysis does not occur in all cases, the name “infantile 
aralysis” is now regarded as a misnomer. The correct name 
or the disease is “polio-myel-itis”, which simply means acute 
inflammation (“itis”) of the grey matter (“polio”) of specia! 
portions of the spinal cord which control movement of the 
muscles. This inflammation is believed to be due to a special 
sort of infection which probably gains entrance to the ner- 
vous system through the upper part of the nose and throat. 


Canse of the Disease

tuintcible disease since 1909 when investigators succeeded 
» in securing from humans, ill with the disease, a minute 
livin; eae called a “virus” which was found to be 
capable of producing poliomyelitis in monke 
Much reat to be disco peed about the srnice of this 
virus but a good deal has already been learned.

However, in other cases, the disease proceeds into a 
second stage, in which the elevation of temperature and 
rapid pulse are accompanied by marked irritability and 
drowsiness. The patient 
on an anxious, frightened expression. Sleep may be disturbed 
by twitching and the hands may shake and tremble. 
The following specific signs are of particular importance: 
STIFFNESS OF THE SPINE. The head may be bent on 
the neck but efforts to bend the neck on the shoulders cause 
pain and are resisted. The child is unable, while sitting up 
in bed, to bend his head down to touch the knees. If he 
bends at all, it is at the hips with the back held rigid. 
PECULIAR SITTING POSTURE. When he sits up he 
props himself behind with extended arms supporting a 
tender or painful spine. 


_ Preventive Measures 
The precautionary measure of first importance is to pro- 
tect the child from contact with infection. Since other 
human beings are the primary source of infection, then 
children, who are evidently much more susceptible than

B., was received by residents of Nor- 
wood and district with a distinct 
wense of shock and cast a gloom over 
the entiremmunity in which he has 
been held in highest regafasy~young:

Realizing the anxiety which exists in the public mind today with respect to the increased prevalence of Poliomyelitis 
(“Infantile Paralysis”) in Toronto and other parts of the province, the Academy of Medicine of Toronto, which 


represen 


ts more than one thousand physicians, called a special meeting of its Council, September 1st, to review the 


whole situation. To this meeting were invited representatives from all departments. of medicine interested in this 
subject. 


At the conclusion of the conference, during which time all of the pertinent facts of the present situation 
were presented and discussed, it was felt that, in fairness to the public, an official statement should be made to 
set forth the facts exactly as they exist. To this end,-a committee was appointed to prepare and issue an official 


statement, which follows:

Poliomyelitis (“Infantile Paralysis”) is a communicable disease. 
It is definitely known that it is caused by the entrance into the 
body of a minute form of life known as a virus. It is known 
also that this virus enters commonly through the upper part of 
the nasal tract. There is no evidence that the disease is con- 
veyed by flies or domestic animals. 


When an outbreak of the disease occurs, healthy persons as 
well as those ill with the disease are found to harbour the virus 
in the secretions of the nose and throat. The disease is, there- 


fore, spread through the contact of persons one with another,

Usually the virus occasions only a mild illness but some- 
times the virus enters the central nervous system, which may

The Department of Health has a sufficient eupply of Convalescent Serum for present 
demands. This serum is obtained from persons who have previously suffered from an 


attack of “infantile paralysis”. 


In anticipation of further requirements the Department now requests tT 
that persons who are willing to provide blood for this purpose (donors) 


register with the medical officer of health in their district. 


The Department remunerates donors on the basis of Ten Dollars for 100 cubic 
centimeters; the usual amount withdrawn from one donor is 209 cubic centimeters. 


This can be readily obtained without discomfort or ill effects to the donor. 


Children under fourteen years of age are not eligible. Persons who have suffered 
an attack of the disease during the present year are also not eligible. Those persons 
fourteen years of age and over who have suffered an attack within the past twenty-five 
years and who show some definite evidence of resulting paralysis, are requested to 


provide the medical officer of health with their name and address. 
Those who have already acted as donors need not register again. 


When a clinic is to be held, donors will be notified through their medical officer 
of health.

The Ontario Government “is most 
concerned in defeating tuberculosis" 
Hon. Dr. J. A. Faulkner, Provincial 
Minister of Health, said Thursday 
in an address opening the St. Law- 
rence tuberculosis sanatorium, five 
miles east of Cornwall. 

Ontario had spent $768,000 since 
1984 in aiding tuberculosis institutions

“We are interested in seeing that ev- 
ery person afflicted with the disease 
ig admitted to sanatoria, where he 
can receive treatment which may, in 
time, fit him to return to society,” 
Dr. Faulkner said. 

The 108-bed institution which the 
health minister opened at Cornwall 
was built and will be operated by the 
united counties of Stormont, Dundas 
and Glengarry. It cost approximately 
$270,000, of which the Ontario Gov- 
ernment and the counties each con- 
tributed $135,000. 

Dr. Faulkner told of tuberculosis 
work being done by travelling clinics 
at Ottawa, Belleville, Toronto, North 
Bay, and said two more were being 
established at Timmins and Fort Will- 
iam. It was expected 10,000 to 12,000 
persons would be examined by these 
clinics in @ year.

Proof of the Pudding 


The story of the Romeo Peloquin’s 
experience provides an example of 
what the farmer can do to improve 
his pastures and increase his profits. 
Mr. Peloquin had a pasture field, near | 
St. Hyacinthe, on which he applied a 
2-12-6 fertilizer in 1932. In the fall of 
1935 he announced his intention to 
plough the pasture field but yielded 
to better counsel and, instead, applied 
0-16-6 fertilizer in the fall. In the 


‘| spring of 1937 he applied to the pas- 


ture 100 pounds of sulphate of, am- 
monia per acre, The growth was am- 
aing, “and: the cows were unable to 
cope with it, so’Mr. Peloquin divided 
the 7 1-2 acre field into three sections. 
One of 2 1-2 acres he set aside for 
hay,°and from this he ‘harvested 9 
double loads. The 5 acres remaining 
for.pasture gave grazing to 14 co 
for 8 days in spring and has carried 
11 cows since then. Mr. Peloquin is 
satisfied with the results from the 
fall fertilizing with 0-16-6, and who 
would not be? 

For pastures, on all but the very 
heavy soils where 20 per cent super- 
phosphate alone may suffice, the fall 
application should be of 0-16-6 phos- 
phate-potash fertilizer. This should be 
put on in September, or not later 
than mid-October at the rate of from 
400 to 600 Ibs. per acre.
